LIGHT. 

A Comprehensive History of the 

Electric Light. 


The. Experiments of Professor Draper More 
Than Thirty Years Age—The Edison 
and Brush Systems. 


— — 


[By J. W. Red way.] 

More than thirty years ago Professor 
Draper performed an experiment in one of 
his popular lectures which caused no little 
excitement in the scientific eommunity of 
which he was a recognized leader. About 
twenty cells of battery were arranged 80 
that their poles might be connected by a 
wire of copper. When the two endsof the 
copper wire were brought together a faint 
spark of electricity was observed; but, 
when the ends of the copper wire were 
fastened to a short piece of platinum wire, 
the latter was heated to such a degree that 
the large hall was illuminated by the 
white light. 

There were many endeavors to bring 
these experiments into practical use as a 
means of general illumination, but the ex- 
pense of maintaining a battery was so 
great that it was deemed impossible. 

The explanation of Draper’s experiment 
is not a difficult one. Electricity does not 
pass through different metals with the 
same ease. Silver conducts it best of all; 
copper is nearly as good. Platinum of- 
fers eleven times the resistance to the pass- 
age of the current as does copper. The 
passage of the current is attended with so 
much ‘‘electric friction’’ that heat is devel- 
oped according to the same law by which 
heat is developed when two pieces 
of wood are rubbed together. Within 

AW YEARS, 


However, great improvements have been 
made in magnejo-electric machines. The 
magneto-electric 1 — is best exempli- 
fied in the ordinary crank“ galvanic bat- 
tery which is used by physicians. It con- 
sists of a strong magnet in the shape of 
the letter U, and a piece of soft iron bent 
in the same ea om Around the soft iron 
is wound half a dozen or more coils of wire 
covered with silk so as to keep it insulated. 
Now when the ends of the soft iron U are 
whirled so that they almost touch the ends 
of the magnet U, the latter causes the 
former to become a magnet, and this in 
turn generates a powerful current of elec- 


tricity, which ,is sent through the silk- 


covered wire. Fix a hundred of these 
wire-coyered iron cones in a cylinder and 
have them whisking around as many mag- 
nets, and the result is a Gramme or a Sie- 
mens machine. One of these machines 
will generate a more powerful current than 
a thousand cells of battery. 
Electric lighting without a Gramme or 
a Siemens generator is out the ques- 
tion. Edison's invention contained no 
new principle. He merely used a spiral of 
platinum wire contained in a glass tube 
and fastened to two bits of copper wire 
which through the ends of the 
tube. is tube was placed in the circuit 
and in an instant the spiral was heated to 
a dazzling white heat. But Edison found 
that his platinum wire soon became crack- 
ed and brittle, or else melted. Soin 
— of the platinum he took a piece of 
amboo about the size of a corset-whale- 
bone, bent it in the shape of a horseshoe 
and charred it until it was pure charcoal 
or carbon. This carbon loop had one 
great advantage and one disadvantage. 
There was one hundred a the resist- 
ance or electric ure in its favor, but 
its easy combustibility was against it. In 
order to obviate this difficulty Edison con- 
fined the carbon loop in a glass tube, from 
which the air was carefully exhausted. 
After a long series of experiments he has 
produced a lamp costing thirty-five cents, 
which is good for a year’s service. Four- 
teen thousand of these lamps, each giving 
the light of two gas jets, or thirty-two 
candles, are now used in New York. For 


ys as much as he would for a single gas 
Jet. In other words, he gets twice as 
much light for his money.

KNOWN FOR YEARS. 


Between twenty-five and thirty years 
ago Foucault, and later Duboscy, conceiv- 
ed the idea of placing two sticks of carbon 
in the electric circuit so that one was at- 
tached to the positive and the other to 
the negative pole of the battery. The 
two carbon sticks were put end to end, 
and as they touched the circuit was com- 
ee The two ends glowed with a bril- 
iant light, and as they were drawn slight- 
ly apart a vivid white flame ‘sprang from 
one carbon to the other. The Foucault 
lamp required from one hundred to two 
hundred cells of battery, and as it cost 
twenty times as much asa gas jet the 
light was never seen outside of the lecture 
room of the university. Then there was 
another objection: one of the carbon 
sticks wasted away and when it reached a 
certain distance out went the light. Soa 
clockwork regulator was devised which 
should keep the carbons always at the 
same distance. This regulator placed the 
cost of the lamp at about one hundred 
dollars.

OVERCOME THE COST 


Of the Foucault lamps placed the carbon 
sticks side by side with a strip of cement 
between them. As the carbons were con- 
sumed theelectricity fused ita way through 
the cement. Werderman allowed the - 
itive carbon to rest by its own weight on 
a carbon disk, thus avoiding the same dif- 
ficulty. But the Brush and the Siemens 
lamps have driven all other competitors 
out of the field. They are certainly the 
best of the kind, but t * are not all that 
is to be desired. They do, however, con- 
tain principles of the highest value, and.

It will be seen that the Edison and the 
Brush lights are somewhat different in 
their sco The former is adapted to 
house lighting, the latter to street illumi- 
nation.

A moderate sized Gramme ma- 
chine and a ten-horse — engine will 
generate a current sufficient to give each 
one of six lamps one thousand candle 
power.
